A‘ COUNTRYMAN'’S EXPERIENCE. 

M. T. Sickal, a visitor to Gan Fran- 
cisco from Concord, has learned some- 
thing regarding labor conditions that is 
new to him. He reached the city some 
time during the early part of this 
week, and after wandering about see- 
ing the sights, he e hungry and 
went to Johnson's aurant for his 
dinner. He got the dinner, and then 
when he came out he got something 
else, something that did not set as well 
as the meal. He stood in the door of 
the restaurant picking his teeth and 
debating where he should go next, 
when he became conscious of the fact 
that he was being made the tazeet of 
vile abuse from two drabs on the 

e of the sidewalk. 
ickal’s bucolic simplicity could not 
ite take in the fict that he was ver- 
t enough to call forth such vitu- 
peration as flowed in constant stream 
the mouths of the she hoodlums, 
and he replied with some heat, and in 
such manner as to grossly affront one 
of the females. She immediately cailed 
upon Policeman Arey, who stood by 
listening to the vile talk of the women, 
and demanded. his arrest, for “insult- 
ing’ her. The officer gallantly did his 
duty, and placed the unsophisticated 
countryman under arrest.. Gickal did 
not relish the idea of receiving a ride 
in a patrol wagon for an offense which 
was in retaliation for a worse one 
which had been witnessed by the offi- 
cer, and he strenuously demanded that 
the women be also giten a free ride. 
Phe policeman went through the form 
of making the arrest, and told the 
women to report to the station, which 
they laughingly promised to do. Sickal, 
however, was taken to the city prison. 
and his name enrolled with those of 
Vagrants and criminals. was re- 
leased on the deposit of $5 bail, and 
went his way wondering at the law 
which penalized a man for defending 
himself from vicious attacks. 
WITTMAN TERRORIZED. 

Of course in these matters the pa- 
trolmen are not to ‘be blamed. They 
are acting Strictly under orders, and do 
just what their superiors tell them to 
do. The present conditions so far as 
the police force is concerned, arises 
from the fact that Chief Wittman is 
terrorized over the ibility of losing 
his position. He knows tadt Mayor 
Schmitz would be only too glad to 
remove bim, and put some r man 
in his plact, and Wittman has so far 
Jost his manhood that he is doing ev- 
erything in his power to curry favor 
wit labor unions. 

This is a remarkable change in the 
Chief within two. years. When the 
teamsters’ strike was on there was not 
@ man in San Francisco who tried 
harder than Chief of Police Wittman to 
keep down the toughs and thugs who 
were ruling the city. His orders were 
explicit, and were carried owt by his 
men to the letter. It was through 
Wittman's efforts, more than through 
any other source that the teamsters 
and the allied thugs and murderers 
were kept in any sort of subjection. 

But things have changed. Then Witt- 
man was backed by the law-and-order 
element of the city government, and 
knew that he would be sustained. Now 
the city government is in the hands 
of the lawless element, and Wittman 
must cater to that side or lose his of- 
ficial head. Wittman'’s mistake lies in 
the fact that two years is but a short 
and 


will be remembered when law and or- 
der comes into power again. 

The police force of @an Francisco, as 
at present manipulated, is a specta- 
cle for gods and men. For five blocks 
on market street there are constant in- 
fract of the law by bands of hood- 
luma, 4-mouthed foreigners who 
defile the air with oaths and obscene 
language in the presence of ladies are 
in constant evidence. Women are in- 
sulted and threatened with violence tn 
front of varioys stores. The police 
look on, see the vile actions and hear 
‘the obscene words of these wreiches, 
but they never lift hand or voice to 
prevent the breaches of , or to 
protect the wives and dqughiers of 
citizens from insult and a vuee. - 

The citizens have become very tired 
of this sort of a thing, and there is 
much talk just now of “doing some- 
thing” to stop it. The people of San 
Francisco are long suffering. and pa- 
tient, but they have been known to 
reach such a pitch of desperation that 
they marched the streets with pick 
hand in defense of their rights. It 
is not pick handles that they are talk- 
ing just now, but there is no doubt 
that a little pick-handle justice meted 
out to the scoundrels who defile Mar- 
ket street would do a lot of good. 
TALK OF INJUNCTIONS. 


The talk among peaceable citizens 
now is injunctions. There is much be- 
lief left In the majesty of the law, not- 
withstanding the many object-lessons 
that have been given nere of the fu- 
tility of such ure. But people 
will talk of such things even if they 
go no farther than words. So far as 
the boycotted stores are concerned they 
do not wish the boycotters interfered 
with, Thelr present business is so 
much petter than it was before the boy- 
cott was placed on them that they 
would not have things changed. Adver- | 
tising in newspapers vosts money, but 
the advertising the boyvotted places 
get now Is so much more valuable thaé 
there is no comparison. | 

But while ghe boycotted merchants 
are satisfied the people are not, and 
they feel that it is time their rights 
were being safeguarded. Hence the 
talk of injunction. The probabilties 
are that it will amount to nothing 
more than talk.

tion. Miller went before the Butchers’ 
Board of Trade and told the members 
that he would make trouble if the 
thing was not stopped at once. He 
was alone, for the men who had 
been called out notified the union that 
they were going back to work at the 
best job they ever had, union or no 
union. Then the union came down and 
announced that the difficulty had been 
settled “on terms satisfactory to the 
union.” 

PACKERS MAY MOVE. 

Telegrams from the north announce 
the fact that the Alaska Packers’ As- 
sociation is investing in lands -and 
preparing to build for the purpose of 
removing thelr headquarters and gen- 
eral offices from San. Francisco. The 
secretary of the association denies the 
story and says he has attended every 
meeting of the board of directors, and 
he knows they have never talked about 
the proposed change. Like many an- 
other, he denies too strenuously. 

An investigation into the report ré- 
veals the fact that while the matter has 
not gone to the extent outlined in the 
dispatches, it is In contemplation and 
will be carried t unless there come 
a change in la conditions in San 
Francisco. The Alaska Packers’ As- 
sociation, like every organization, cor- 
poration or company in San Francieco, 
employing. work:nen, has been harassed 
to such an extent that it feels it in- 
pt near on itself to get away to some 
place where the Interests of the stock- 
holders will be better served. The or- 
ganigation of the Citizens’ Alliance 
may have something to do with the de- 
cision to remain here, as that organt- 
zation is preparing to counteract the 
effect of unions on existing business. 

The packers are not the only ones 
who are looking for help in their pres- 
ent dilemma. Several other large 
manufacturing firme have been con- 
templating the advisability of remov- 
ing their extensive plants to some more 
congenial clime, and these, too, are 
waiting anxiously to see just what the 
Citizens’ Alliance means to do for the

The Lying Appeal of Drake 
Catches Several Tartars. 


Citizens Decline to be Dic- 
tated to—Plot Failed. 


The very persons whom the Los An- 
geles Council of Labor sought to in- 
fluence by a malicious and falsifying 
circular have dealt that aggregation of 
boycotters a stinging blow.

Head of “Nashville Law Col- 
lege” Under Indictment. . 


Revelation by Postal Inspec- 
tor Now in Los Angeles. 


Ventura Minister's Exposure 
Leads to More Trouble. 


The refusal of Rev. Charlies N. Me- 
Queen of Ventura to pungle up $10 for 
a leather medal from the spurious 
“Nashville College of Law” bids fair 
to bring another disaster down upon 
the heads of “educational” insti- 
tution. A postal inspector, tow in 
Los Angeles, is after them. 

As will be remembered by readers 
of Friday's Times, one R. K,. Walton, 
with much verbiage advertising himself 
as vice-president of a large, mysterious 
and philanthropic school known by the 
title given in the above paragraph, of- 
fered a degree for the smal] considera- 
tion of $10. His first Southern Cali- 
fornia victim was picked out in the 
person of Rev. Dr. Charlies N. Me- 
Queen, pastor of the Congregational 
Church of Ventura. Walton sent a 
bulky letter to Rev. McQueen, in the 
pages of whose mushiness the preacher 
gleaned the notification that on ac- 
count of his high learning, great nat- 
ural talents and kindly heart he had 
been selected as a person upon which 
to award the honorary degree of LL.D. 
No charge Was attached to this signal 
recompense of a life's laborg—except 
the small sum of 410 to cover the 
charge for engraving and packing the 
sheepskin. 

But $10 was more to Rev. McQueen 
than all the honors of this unknown 
temple of learning, and he accordingly 
showed his silly communication to a 
Tihines’ reporter. 

New Year's Day it was published, 
and it met the eye of United States 
Postal Inspector A. J. Moore, who has 
just come from Tennessee to be pres- 
ent at a preliminary hearing on the 
local ewd of the Memphis postal fraud. 
Moore now explains that the president 
of tbe institution, one William Farr, 
is not exactly in a position to send 
these little love-tokens out himself, as 
he is now under indictment for doing 
the same thing. Farr is yet at liberty, 
being out on $2500 ball until the May 
term of court, when his case comes to 
trial.

MALL SAVINGS. 
Three years ago the City Board of 
Education inaugurated a savings sys- 
tem in the public schools. It worked 
well. The press and the people com- 
| mended it, as an educational means for 
the accomplishing of a much-needed 
much-to-bo-desired eund—the train- 
ime of children in habits of economy 
and thrift. The results have been en- 
couraging. The work has gone 
smoothly on, so far as known, from 
the beginning until, as usual, Los An- 
geles has taken the lead of all cities 
using the system. According to a re- 
cept report, the number of schoo! chil- 
dren having deposits in the savings 
bank was 7100, with total deposits of 
$20,213. a large amount, when it is con- 
sidered that most of it has been con- 
trifuted in nickels and pennies. In To- 
ledo, O., a city having almost exactly 
the same number of school children as 
Los Angeles, the savings system was 
introduced into the public schools three 
months earlier than here. According 
to a late report, there were in Toledo 
cnly 4080 depositors with total deposits 
of $23,875. Thus it may be seen that 
Los Angeles leads all other cities of 
the country, not only in building. and 
postoffice receipts and bank clearings, 
but also in the amount of money saved 
by ite juvenile depositors. 
Considering these facts, Los Angeles 
people were considerably eurprised, a 
short time ago, to hear a report that 
it was proposed to abolish the school- 
savings system at the end of 1903. ft 
is understood that the City School Su- 
perintendent thinks the school-savings 
system a good thing for the children, 
and approves it. The teachers—per- 
haps with rare exceptions—are not 
peeking its digcontinuance. The gen- 
@val public ‘favors it. The question 
therefore arises: Who is asking for 
its discontinuance, and why?

TOO MUCH OF A GOOD 


It is seldom, in thie country, that 
‘tre heard to complain of toe 
much sunshine—at least, not outside of 
the Geuthwest. Usually, throughout the 
greater part of the country, the com- 
plaint is of anotBer kind—that the sun 
is altogether too bashful. Here, in this 
peerless climate, we are accustomed to 
an average of over 300 sunny days in 
a year, but just now Old Sol appears 
to be rather overdoing it. 
bie te have a little too much of 
even such a good thing as sunshine, 
a better remedial agent than all the 
drugs and potions in the long list of 
the medigal encyclopedias. 

This has been, so far, a most remark- 
able “rainy” season from a climatic 
Indeed, in one respect it 
has no parallel among previous sea- 
songs since a careful record has been 
kept in Los Angeles, or for a period of 
thirty years. How much farther back 
than this we should have to look for a 
like case, it is impossible to say. The 
excepiiona] feature referred to is the 
long period that has elapsed without 
the fall of even a trace of rain in or 
around Los Angeles. The season fn 
California is computed by the United 
States Weather Bureau as running 
from September 1 to December 31. The 
last—and only—time that. it has rained 
Since the beginning of the present sea- 
son was on the night of September 27, 
and during the following day, when 
there fell altogether in Los Angeles 
43 of an inch of rain, or, In round fig- 
than helf' an inch. 
From Septeaoer 28 to December 31 is 
a period of ninety-four days. Reckon- 
ing up to today (Sunday, January 3) 
makes a period of ninety-seven days 
without a trace of rain. 

The nearest approach to this, In re- 
gard to a “long time between drinks,” 
was in the season of 1891-92, from Sep- 
tember 16 to December 4. On Septem- 
ber 16, .06 inches fell, being the total 
for the month. On December 4 there 
was a good rain of .88 inches. That 
made a period of seventy-nine days 
without rain, a period that has already 
Deen surpassed this year by eighteen 
days. The season of 1891-92 was a 
fairly good one, so far as the rainfall 
was concerned, giving a total of 11.86 
inches, or only about 4 inches less than 


While there have been no rainy sea- 
sons on record Where so long a time 
has elapsed without a drop of rain, 
there have been some seasons in which 
as little or even less rain has fallen 
than in this year up to the Ist of Jan- 
wary. For instance, in the latter part 
of 1598 the precipitation for the season, 
up to the close of the year, was less 
than one-fourth of an inch. That

Uttering an ejacylation, he rushed for- 
ward to the piano, pushed aside De 
Polignac, and to the stupefaction and 
awe of his friends improvised the 
world-famous funeral march “Wwe 
were all extremely touched,” added 
Ziem, “and dead silence reigned. We 
thought no more of laughter and gsa- 
luted with respect and admiration the 
composer's new creation.”

It tends to train 
a child to obtain desired money by 
teasing If not by dishonesty. It Is apt 
to blunt his feelings of delicacy and 
give him the feeling of servility. The 
money being received at tneertain 
times, is sure to be spent without care- 
ful consideration of its use or value. 
tnder such a plan the boy has no rea- 
son for taking care of his money, as 
he is likely to have more at any time. 
As he receives it unexpectedly he has 
no time to make any plans or to ar- 
rive at any conclusions after dellb- 
erate judgment. There is no reason to 
practice self-denial, as he may have 
more to spend tomorrow. If he espe- 
cially desires more he knows he will 
have a good chance to secure it by per- 
sistent teasing, if not by some worse 


lowance to each child, ne matter how 


Thig plan 
simply requires that it be given regu- 
larly and inp a business-like way. 
Surely euch a plan has some advah- 
tages worth considering. 

By giving « regular allowance the 
child may be taught the right use of 
money. than which few things are 
more important for the child's future 
happiness.

‘amounted to nearly koku, an 
increase of 80 per cent. over the pre- 
‘vioys year's cr p, and neariv 2 per 
cent. better than the average «crop for 
the last ten years. On account of the 
Jarge valves involved the trans-Pacific 
companies exercise more 
Care in handling silk shipments than 
peny other class of freight except bul- 
lion and coin.

ling raw silk, making it impracticable 
to ship to New York via Suez. The 
money tied up in a shipment is so great 
‘thai importers are anxious to use the 
quickest and most direct lines. For 
this reason a large proportion comes 
via the northern lines which do not 
take the time for calling at Honolulu. 
TEA AND MATTINGS FOLLOW 
SILK. 

After silk tea and mattings comprise 
the largest part of the Japanese ex- 
ports to the United States. Tea ship- 
ments have shown a marked increase 
during the last year, particularly in 
consignments to the Pacific Coast, Chi- 
cago and intermediate points, the bulk 
of which come via the Pacific. A con- 
siderable amount of tea for the Atian- 
tic Coast still goes via Suez though it 
is known that the western railroads 
are making an effort to iIneure_ the 
handling by them of the ulk of all 

‘teas imported into the United States. 


American stocks of tea were low pre- 
vious to the removal of the war duty 
on January 1, 1903. Large shipments 
followed and stocks in this country are 
now said to be about normal. Japan's 
Deal Guild is petitioning the gov- 
ernment to continue the yearly sub- 
sidies for the purpose of extending the 
market in the United States.

WHAT AMERICA SENDS TO JAPAN 

After breadstuffs raw cotton now com- 
prises the largest item of exports from 
the United States to Japan. Searceiy 
a steamer crosses the Pa i.. esiward 
without a iarge shipment of southern 
cotton. Prices are high and the Japan- 
ese are finding it hard this year to ob- 
tain control of enough cotton to sup- 
ply their mills. Moet of the cotton 
used there comes from India, that from 
America being ured for mixing. Cot- 
ton shipments have been increasing 
steadily for a number of years. 

Dried fruits from the Pacific Coest 
will hereafter constitute an impoftant 
item in trade with Japan. During 1902 
a fo firm im ted 2000 cases of 
American dried it and found a 
ready market. This year a number of 

sized shipments have been made 
rom California and Washington. 

The manifest of the steamship Vic- 
toria sailing recently from Tacoma

The cultivation of rice on a large 
scale is to be commenced near Mata- 
moros (on the Rio Grande) during the 
coming season. The Brownsville Irri- 
gation Company have taken up large 
tracts of land in the valley, and in 
February the firet crop of importance 
will be planted. In the valley on the 
Texas side rice has been raised sev- 
eral years, and last year the crop near 
Brownsville, opposite Matamoros, was 
the largest in the United States. This 
year on the Texas side of the river 
two crops were raised, which is ex- 
pected also on_the Mexican side. Mat-~- 
amoros is twenty miles from the mouth 
of the Rio Grande, and river steam- 
ers ply between that place afid the sea- 
port at the mouth, where the ocean 
vessels are loaded. 

While two crops a year of any staple 
is rather unusual in the United States, 
it is not untisual in Mexico, where 
three crops of corn have been raised 
in one year on the same land. In the 
State of Oaxaca I am told by C. A. 
Kendrick, the tobacco specialist, that 
tobacco, cotton and rice are raised 
in successive crops from the same land 
during the same year. 


The coffee crop of the German-Amer- 
lean Coffee Plantation Company, one 
of the largest raised on the isthmus 
this season, amounts to 600,000 pounds. 
The plantation consists of 36,000 acres 
of land in Chiapas, and is one of the 
oldest caffee plantations in the coun- 
try. It was put under cultivation ten 
years ago. Two thousand to three 
thousand people are employed on the 
place. That isthmian state of the Mex- 
ican republic is improving rapidly, due 
to the impulse given by Gov. Rafael 
Pimentel to Industries, agriculture and | 
commerce of every kind. The revenues 
of the State of Chiapas from all sources 
In the year 1902 were $702,630.41, which, 
added to the former. reserve, gave a 
total revenue of $709.763.14. Of this sum

The labor question In southern Mex- 
ico seems a very serious matter for 
planters, hence the impulse given to 
the Japanese immigration movement. 
Taizo Marakami, representative of the 
Trans-Oceanic Immigration Company 
of Tokio, Japan, the largest concern 
of its kind In the world, came to this 
city this week to make definite ar- 
rangements for opening up the immi- 
gration of Japanese to this country. 
Messrs. Garrett & Hawke of this city 
are representatives of the Japanese 
company in the republic, composed 


exclusively of Japanese. They 
propose to bring their country- 
men into this rapidly develop- 


ing republic. Kach man brought here 
is bonded by fwo bondsmen in Japan, 
and if he deserts and fails to fulfill his 
contract the Japanese bondsmen are 
held reeponsible, and the company has 
to furnish another man forthwith. As 
Mr. Murkam! hes guaranteed these 
bondsmen with a heavy deposit te the 
Japanese government, it almost makes 
it a governmental enterprise. The la- 
borers are to be brought here and the 
cost of their examination and trans- 
portation is to be covered by the per- 
son contracting for the labor. After 
their arrival, the employer takes charge 
of them and pays them for their work 
for the time stated in the contract. 
Japarirese laborers are industrious and 
reliable, and thelr work In the Hawall- 
an Islands has given evidence of that 
fact. Fully 80.000 Japs were sent for 
that purpose to Hawaii, as well as 
large numbers to fornia, and the 
agents have great of improving 
labor matters in Mexico after the ar- 
rival] of the sturdy little Orientals. In 
due time the company will install a 
line of steamers between Japan and 
some Mexican port, presumably Salina 
Cruz. The company has a contract to 
furnish 250,000 laborers to South Amer- 
ica and another to furnish 20,000 an- 
nually for ten yeare to South Africa.
